Convention  for  the  re-eftablilhment  of  arv 
armed  neutrality,  between  his  majefty 
the  King  of  Sweden,  of  the  one  pare 
and  his  majefty  the  emperor  of  all  the 
RulCas,  of  the  other  part,  concluded  and 
agreed  at  St.  Peter(burgh,the4th  [16th 
of  December,]  iSco,  accepted  and  rati- 
fied by  his  Swedifh majefty  on  the  20th, 
December,  and  by  his  Imperial  Maj- 
efty of  all  the  Ruflias  on  the  8th [20th 
of  December,]  in  the  fame  year 
In  the  name  of  the  most  Holy  and 
undivided  Trinity 
In  order  that  the  freedom  of  the  naviga- 
tion, &  the  fecurity  of  the  merchandife  of 
the  neutral  powers  maybe  eftablilhed,  and 
the  principles  of  the  laws  of  nations  be 
fully  afcertained,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  prefent  maritime  war  his  majefty, 
the  King  of  Sweden,  and  his  majefty  the 
Emperor  of  all  the   Ruflias,  actuated  by 
their  love  of  jutlice  and  by  a  reciprocal 
defire  to  promote  whatever  maybe  for  the 
public  advantage  of  their  refpective  dates 
have  to  that  effect  determined  to  give, 
new  fanction  to  thofe  principles  of  their 
neutrality,  which  are  in  their  nature  indif- 
foluble  and  to  require  that  they  may  be  re- 
fpected  by  all  powers  interefted  in  their 
prefervation.  With  this  veiw  their  majc- 
ities  have,  by  the  declaration  of  the  15th 
of  Augull  to  the  northern  courts,  who  are 
equally  concerned  in  the  maintainance  of 
thofe  generalregularons  anciently  recog- 
nized,given  them  to  understand  how  fm- 
cerelv  it  is  the  object  of  their  hearts  to  re- 
(tore,  in  its  full  independence,  the  gener- 
al right  of  nations  to  convey  their  fhips 
and  merchandife  freely,  and  without  bei  g 
fubject  to  the  controul  of  the  powers  at 
war.  His  Swedifli  majefty  imparted  his 
wifties  andhis  fentiments  to  his  great  al 
lies,  and  an  happy  conformity  of  their 
mutual  intcrefts  has  induced  them  to  ad- 
opt the  refolulion  of  re-cftabliihing  that 
fyftem  of  fuch  advantage  during  the  Am- 
erican war,  and  to  renew  its  beneficial 
principles  in  convention  adapted  to  the 
prefent  circumftances.

•Article  I.  His  majefty  the  King  of  Swe- 
•  '  den,  and  his  majefty  the  emperor  of  all  the 
Ruffias,  declare  that  they  will  itrietly  pro- 
hibit the  exportation  of  contraband  mcr- 
ciiaridile  on  the  part  of  their  fubjeels  with 
every  power  whatever,  whether  at  prel 
ent  engaged  in  war,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  engaged  in  war 

Art.  II.  In  order  to  prevent  nil  doubt 
and  mifunderftandtngs  as  to  what  mall  be 
confidered  contraband,  his  majefty  the 
king  "f  Sweeden  and  his  majelty  of  all 
the  Ruffi:;s, declare,  that  they  will  acknow 
ledge  the  following  articles  as  contraband 
namely,  cannon,  mortars,  fire-arms, balls, 
flints,  flint-Hones,  matches,  gun-powder, 
faltpelre,  fulphel ,  lielmets,  pikes,  fwoids, 
•  hangers,  catridge  boxes,  fa.ddles  and  brid- 
les with'the  exception  of  '.'uch  a  quantity 
ofthc  above  aVtifcles  as  may  be  neci  fl':  y  for 
the  defence  of  the  'hips  and  their  crffvvs; 
all  other  articles  not  herein  enumerated 
fliall  not  be  confidered  as  war  or  naval 
m  ftoies;  they  fliall  not  be  fubjecl  to  confif- 
cation  but  (hall  pal's  free  and  without  re- 
ftraint.  It  is  alio  hereby  agreed,  that  the 
prefent  article  (hall  be  without  reftraint. 
It  is  alfo  hereby  agreed,  that  the  prefent 
artkles  (hall  be  without  prejudice  to  the 
particular  reputations  of  former  treaties 
which,  the  things  above  mentioned  arc- 
allowed  to  be  prohibited. 

Art.  III.  And  whereas  it  is  refo!  ved, 
that  whatever,  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing 
article,  can  be  deemed  contraband,  fliall 
be  excluded  from  the  commerce  of  neut- 
ral nationa  in  like  manner,  his  majefty  the

voluntary  explanation,  from  which  they

of  their  feourate  and  temporary  interefts. 

With  this  view  they  have  hereby  deter- 
mined.  

1.  That  every  fliip  may  freely  nivigate 
from  one  harbor  to  another,  and  on  the 
coafts  of  the  beligerent  nations 

2.  That  the  effects  which  belong  to  the 
fubjeels  of  the  beligerent  powers  in  neu- 
tral fliips,  with  the  exception  of  contra- 
band goods  fliail  be  free. 

■X.  That  in  order  to  determine  what 
fhall  be  confidered  as  a  blockaded  harbor, 
fuch  denomination  (hall  be  admitted  to 
apply  only  wiiere  the  difpofnion  and  num- 
ber of  the  fliips  of  the  p  nver  by  which  it 
is  invefted,  (lull  be  loch  as  to  render  it  ap- 
parently hazardous  to  enter,  and  that  ev- 
ery Ihip  which  fliall  go  into  a  blockaded 
harbor,  that  is  evidently  fo  blockaded, 
violates  the  pref;nt  convention,  as  much 
as  if  the  commander,  of  the  blockade  had 
previously  advifed it  of  the  ftate  of  the 
harbor,  and  had  neverthe'efs  endeavored 
by  force  or  artifice  to  obtain  ad  niffion. 

4.  That  with  regard  to  neutral  fliips 
except  thofe  which,  for  juft  reafous,  and, 
upon  evident  gronn  Is,  fliall  be  detained, 
fentence  fliall  be  pronounced  without  de- 
lay; th:  proceedings  againlt  them  Hull  be 
uniform,  prompt  andlawlul.  Over  and  a- 
bove  the  indemnity  to  which  they  fliall  be 
entitled  for  the  damage  they  fliall  have 
fuftaiu*d,  complete  fatisfaction  (lull  be 
given  f  >r  ihe  infult  committed  againft  the 
Sag  of  their  Ma  lefties 

5.  That  the  declaration  of  the  .officer 
who  (ball  command  the  (hip  of  war,  or 
fhips  of  war  of  tht>Kiilg  or  emperor  which 
fliall  be  convoying  one  or  more  merchant 
fliips  that  the  convoy  has  no  contraband 
goods  on  board, ihall  be  furficicnt;  and  that 
no  fearch  of  his  ihip  or  the  other  fliips  of 
the  convov,  fliall  be  permitted.  And  the 
better  to  infure  refpectto  thofe  principles 
and  the  ftipulat'ryis  founded  on  them, 
which  tiieir  difmterefted  willies  to  pre- 
ferve  the  imprel'criptible  rights  of  neutral 
nations  li3ve  fuggefted,  the  high  contract- 
ing parties,  to  prove  their  fincerity  and 
juliice,  will  give  the  (triolet  charges  to 
their  captains  as  well  of  their  fliips  of  war, 
as  ef  their  merchant  fliips  to  load  no  part 
ortheir  lliips_,  or  fecretly  to  have  on  board 
any  articles,  which,  by  virtue  of  this  pre- 
fent convention,  may  be  confidered  as 
Contraband;  artd  tap  the  more  complete 
tarrying  into  execution  this  command 
they  will  respectively,  take  care- to  give 
d;re<tio  >s  to  their  rourt  of  Admiralty  to 
publifti  whenever  they  thai!  think  it  necef 


farv,  and  to  this  end  the  regulation  which 
fliall  contain  this  prohibition,  under  the 
levei  al  penalties,  (ball  be  printed  at  the 
end  of  the  prefent  act  that  110  one  may 
plead  ignorance. 

Ait.  IV.  In  order  to  ptare  the  commerce 
of  their  fubjef's  upon  the  Nio.'l  legal  and 
permanent  bafisi  bis  majefty*  the  King  of 
Sweden,  and  his  majelly  the  Emperor  of  all 
the  Ruffias,  have  deemed  it  expedient  to 
equip  a  number  of  fliips  of  war  and  fi  igates 
which  fliall  be  charged  to  fee  that  the  ob- 
ject obtained,  and  the  fquadrona  pf  each 
power  (bail  take  thofe  Rations  and  pro- 
I  tect  thofe  convoys,  which  their  commerce 
and  their  navigation  may  require,  and 
which  fliall  beconformable  to  the  courfe 
of  trade  of  each  nation. 

Art.  V.  To  provide  againft  all  inconve- 
niences which  arife  from  any  nation  abu- 
fing  the  priviledge  of  their  flag,  it  is  efta- 
blilbed  as  a  regulation  not  to  be  departed 
from  that  every  tranfport,  be  it  whofe  it 
may,  belonging  to  the  country  whole  flag 
it  bears  ihall  have  on  board  a  captain, 
and  the  half  of  the  crew  compoled  of 
the  fubjefti  of  that  country  (  and  the 
paflporis  ihall  be  drawn  up  in  due  and  re- 
gular form.  Every  tranfport  which  fliall 
notobferve  thefe  regulations  or  fhall  vi- 
olate the  command  printed  at  the  end  of 
the  prefent  convention,  fliall  forfeit  all 
right  to  the  protection  of  the  contracting 
parties,  and  the  government  to  which  it 
may  belong  ihall  be  alone  reiponii ble  for  the 
lols,  damage,  or  inconvenience  it  may 
fuftain. 

Art.  VI.  Should  it  neverthelefs  hap- 
pen that  the  merchant  (hip  of  one  of  the 
powers  fhould  fniditfelf  in  a  fituation  where 
the  fliips  of  war  of  that  nation  are  not  Ra- 
tioned, and  where  they  cannot  have  the 
protection  of  their  own  convoys,  in  fuch 
cafe  the  commandant  of  the  fliip  of  war 
of  the  other  power,  if  it  fliall  be  requir- 
ed, Ihall  duly  and  faithfully  afford  fuch 
afliftance  as  may  be  neteffary.  The  fliips 
of  war  and  frigates  6f*other  nations  fliall 
afford  protection  and  afliltancc  to  mer- 
chant veffeis  of  the  other,  provided,  in 
the  mean  time,  that  the  vefl'el  requiring 
fuch  alfiftance  fliall  not  have  violated  the 
principles  of  the  neutrality  by  having 
carried  on  any  illicit  commerce. 

Art.  VII.  This  convention  (hall  have 
no  rctrofpective  operation  and  confe- 
quently  it  ihall  have  no  references  to  any 
differences  that  exifted  previous  to  its 
conclulion.    Its  applications  fliall  only 
be  to  future  acts  of  violence  and  aggrefli- 
cn  and  it  (hall  form    the   bafis   of  a 
fyftem  for  the  protection  of  all  the  neu- 
trai  nations   of  Europe,  whofe  rights 
[  may  hereafter  be  denied  or  violated, 
i     Art.  VIII.  Should  it  notwithftanding 
,  all  the  poflible  care  of  the  two  powers, 
,  and  notwithftanding  the  obfervance  of 
'  the  mot  perfect  nautrality  on  their  fides, 
;  fo  happen  that  the  merchant  fliips  of  his 
majefty  the  king  of  Sweden, or  of  his  im- 
:  perial  majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias,  fhould 
j  he  infultcd,  plundered,  or  taken  by  the 
I  fliips  of  war  or  privateers  of  one  or  the 
other  of  the  belligerent  powers,  the  mi- 
|  nifter  of  the  injured  party  fliall  forthwith 
reprefent  the  fame  to  the  government 
whofe  fliip  of  war  or  privateer  fhall  have 
committed  fuch  acts  of  violence  ;  he  fhall 
reclaim  fuch  captured  veffel,  demand  due 
fatisfaction,  an  1  by  no  means  lofe  fight 
of  the  infult  offered  to  the  flag.  The 
minifters  of  the  other  contracting  pow- 
er (hall  alfo  enforce  the  complaint  in  the 
moll  encrgetie  and  determined  manner 
poflible,  and  they  Ihall  generally  and  uni- 
formly act  in  concert  together.  Should 
their  juft  complaint  meet  with  no  redrefs 
or  fliouldbe  poftponed  from  time  to  time 
then  (hall  their  majeflys  have  recoufe  to 
reprifals  againlt  fuch  power  as  fliall  hive 
refuted  to  do  juftice,  and  that  they  (lull 
endeavour,  by  every  poffibte  means,  to 
give  effect  to  fuch  reprifals. 

Art.  IX.  Should  it  happen  that  one  or 
the  other  of  the  powers,  or  both,  on  ac- 
count af,  or  from  diflike  to,  the  prefent 
convention,  or  anv  circuniftance  coniiecl- 
od  wit  hot,  fhouli)  be  difquieted,  molefted, 
or  attacked;  infuchcafe  it  is  agreed,  that 
the  two  powers  (hall  m  ike  it.  a  common 
caufe,  mutually  to  defend  each  other; 
and  they  lhail  reciprocally  employ  every 
exertion  to  obtain  full  and  complete  fa- 
tisfaction as  well  for  the  infult  done  to 
their  flags,  as  for  the  injury  fuftamed  by 
their  fubjefcls. 

Art.  X.  The  principles  and  regulati- 
ons T.pulated  and  fettled  by  this  prefent 
act  fliall  apply  to  every  maritime  war,  by 
which  Eur  ipe  mav  unhappily  be  difqui- 
eted. Thefe  liipulatiorrs  fliall  alio  be  con- 
sidered as  perpetual,  and  upon  all  occafi- 
ons  fliall  be  appealed  to  by  the  contracting 
powers  for  the  regulation  of  their  com- 
merce and  navigation,  and  for  the  main- 
tenance of  thrirrightsofneutr.il  nations. 

Art.  XI.  As  the  object  and  main  confi- 
deration  of  this  convention,  is  to  enfurc 
the  general  freedom  of  commerce  and, 
navigation,  his  majefty  the  king  of  Swe-  ! 
len,  and  h-s  imperial  majefty  of*  all  the 
rtn.ius,  Hereby  agree,  and  "bind  thein- 


felves  to  each  other  to  give  their  confent 
that  other  neutral  powers  may  become 
parties  to  its  obligations,  unci  partake  of 
its  advantages. 

Art.  XII.  In  order  that  the  Beligerent 
powers  may  not  have  to  plead  ignorance 
of  the  arrangements  concluded  between 
their  faid  majefties,  information  fliall  be 
given  to  fuch  Beligerent  powers  of  the 
regulations  they  have  determined  upon, 
which,  are  fo  little  of  a  hoftile  nature, 
that  they  can  be  detrimental  to  no  other 
country  whatever,  but,  on  the  contrary 
are  only  calculated  to  fecure  the  com- 
merce and  navigation  of  their  reiptttive 
fubjects. 

Art.  XIII.  The  prefent  convention 
fliall  be  ratified  by  the  two  contrailiug 
parties  and  the  ratification  fliall  be  ex- 
changed, in  due  and  good  form,  within 
fix  weeks  or  fooncr,  if  poflible,  from  the 
day  of  figning  it. 

In  teltimony  of  the  fame,  we,  the  un- 
derfigntd,  furniflied  with  full  powers, 
have  hereunto  ligned  our  names  and  af- 
fixed our  feals.

M  An  rid,  March  1. 

"War  was  yefterday  declared  in  the 
council  of  war  againft  Portugal.  Hoftil- 
ities  will  fliortly  commence.  The  French  I 
army  is  already  within  the  Spanilh  lines."  1 

Some  portuguefe  veflels  were  detained 
at  Malaga.  A  French  fleet  of  feven  fail 
of  the  line  and  two  frigates,  had  been 
fpoken,  bound  up  the  Mediterranean.  A 
fmall  Englilh  fleet  of  three  fail  and  one 
frigate,  bound  up  alfo  had  been  fpoken.

GENTLEMEN,— 
I  had  the  honor  to  inform  you  in  my 
Circular  of  the  1 2th  of  November  iSco, 
that  certain  unjuft  demands  haviigbeen 
made  by  the  Balhaw  of  Tripoli 'upon  the 
United  States  of  America,  which  I  found 
it  my  duty  to  repel ;  that  faid  Bafliaw  had 
publicly  announced  in  an  c.llicial  manner 
that  he  would  declare  war  againft  the  U- 
nited  States  of  America,  in  li\  months  to 
commence  from  the  aad  day  of  October 
1800,  if  his  demands,  which  he  purpofely 
made  in  an  evafive  and  indeterminate 
manner  were  not  complied  with.  1  fur- 
ther inform  you  that  it  would  be  unfafe 
for  our  merchant  veflels  to  trade  in  the 
Mediterranean, orits  vicinity  afterthc  nd 
of  March  ($01, as  thefe  fat  Chiefs  people 
generally  commit  depredations  before  the 
period  or  time  allowed  is  expired — I  like- 
wife  inform  you  that  I  did  not  conclude 
in  virtue  of  this  promife  that  our  veffeis 
might  remain  in  the  Mediterranean  until 
the  month  of  March,  but  in  confequence 
of  this  regency  being  at  war  with  Sweden 
and  the  feafon  of  the  year. 

I  have  now  therefore  to  obferve  that  a 
treaty  of  peace  and  amity  have  been  con- 
cluded between  his  Majelly  of  Sweden 
and  this  Regency,  on  this  day,  the  third 
of  January  1801,  it  is  now  no  longer  fafe 
for  the  merchant  veffeis  of  faid  United 
States  of  America  to  remain  in  thofe  feas 
or  its  vicinity,  as  the  Swedes  have  made 
the  following  conditions  in  confequence 
of  their  having  131  of  their  fubjeels  in 
bondage;  viz  : 

They  have  agreed  to  pay  Dollars  250003 
including  all  expenfes  for  peace  and  the 
ranfam  of  their  captives,  and  20,000  dol- 
lars annually,  in  confequence  of  their  be- 
ing permitted  to  load  here  300  tons  of 
fait  annually, and  as  I  have  every  reafon 
to  fuppofe  the  fame  terms  will  be  deman- 
ded from  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  that  our  fellow  citizens  will  be  cap- 
tured in  order  to  infure  our  compliance 
with  the  faid  degrading,  humiliating  an'l 
diflionorable  terms  ;  I  find  it  my  duty  to 
requeft  you  to  take  fuch  meafurus  as  will 
moft  effectually  prevent  any  of  our  vef- 
feis from  trading  on  this  lea,  until  you 
are  advifed  ofliciallv  bv  me  or  either  of 
our  confuls  at  ALGIERS  or  TUNIS 
that  this  difagreeable  affair  is  terminated 
which  from  its  nature  will  require  much 
time,  as  it  extends  to  making  the  United 
States  tributary  to  1  ripoli,  and  mult  firft 
be  authorifed  by  a  particular  act  of  the 
legillature.  1  therefore  requeft  the
